DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to the amendment filed on 05/02/201 1 . 
After thorough search and examination of the present application and in light of 

the prior art made of record, claims 17-36 (renumbered as 1-20) are allowed. 
Claims 1-16 have been cancelled. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. The prior art made of record does not teach or fairly suggest the combination of 
elements, as recited in independent claim 17. 

More specifically, the prior art of records does not specifically suggest the 
combination of "receiving from an application that operates in user space of an 
operating system, a request identifying an item, said item having a scope that includes 
at least one additional item, the operating system including a database management 
program that encapsulates a file system, the database management program 
encapsulating the file system by exclusively handling file system access requests from a 
group of user mode applications, the group of user mode applications being configured 
to interface with an operating system application program interface, the operating 
system application program interface being configured to send read/write requests 
issued by the group of user mode applications to the database management program of 
the operating system, the database management program of the operating system 
being configured to open files stored in the file system in response to receipt of 
read/write requests; executing, by the database management program that 
encapsulates the file system, a query on said search object, the query utilizing the

scope of the identified item as a parameter; de-serialize data stored in a file into an 
item, the file stored in the file system, the file describing the item;" in combination with 
all the other limitations in the independent claim 17. 

These features together with other limitations of the independent claims are 
novel and non-obvious over the prior art of record. The dependent claims 1 8-36 being 
definite, enabled by the specification, and further limiting to the independent claim, are 
also allowable.
